Fighting Suiges Across Iraq 


At least 12 troops killed as battles rage in Ramadi, Fallujah 


NAJAF, IRAQ I Insurgents and rebellious Shiites 
mounted attacks across Iraq’s south and U.S. 
Marines launched a major assault on the turbu- 
lent city of Fallujah on Tuesday. Up to a dozen 
Marines, two more coalition soldiers and at 
least 66 Iraqis were reported killed. 

Reports from the city of Ramadi, near 
Fallujah, said dozens of Sunni Iraqis 
attacked a Marine position near the gover- 
nor’s palace, a senior defense official said 
from Washington. “A significant number” 
of Marines were killed, and initial reports 
indicate it maybe up to a dozen, said the offi- 
cial, speaking on condition of anonymity. 


U.S. authorities also launched a crack- 
down on radical Shiite cleric Muqtada al- 
Sadr and his militia after a series of weekend 
uprisings in Baghdad and cities and towns 
to the south that took a heavy toll in both 
American and Iraqi lives. The fighting marks 
the first major outbreak of violence between 
the U.S.-led occupation force and the Shiites 
since the fall of Baghdad. 

Two more coalition soldiers — an American 
in Baghdad and a Ukrainian in Kut — were 
killed in fighting. The deaths brought the 


three -day total to up to about 30 Americans 
and 136 Iraqis killed in the worst fighting since 
the war that toppled Saddam Hussein. 

With fighting intensifying ahead of the June 
30 handover of power to an Iraqi government. 
Secretary of Defense Donald H. Rumsfeld said 
American commanders would get additional 
troops if needed. No such request has been 
made, he said, hamza hendawi (ap)

Government Mulls 
Worker Drug Tests 


Plan would use hair, 
sweat, saliva to screen 
for illegal narcotics use 

WAS H I N GTO N I The hair, saliva and 
sweat of federal workers could be 
tested for drug use under a new gov- 
ernment policy proposed Tuesday 
that eventually will set a standard 
for private companies. 

The planned changes, long 
sought by the testing industry, 
reflect government efforts to be 
more precise in its drug screening 
and to bypass attempts to cheat 
on urine-based tests. The testing 
of hair, saliva and sweat will not 
be required, but would be avail- 
able as an option to government 
agencies that screen workers and 
job applicants. 

The agency is soliciting public 
comment on the plan for the next 


90 days. A final rule would be issued 
afterward. 

About 400,000 federal work- 
ers, such as those who have secu- 
rity clearances, carry firearms, 
are involved in national security 
or who are presidential appoin- 
tees, are tested when they apply 
for jobs. Some are subject to ran- 
dom drug testing during their 
employment. 

But because standards are fol- 
lowed by regulatory agencies which 
conduct testing in industries they 
oversee, SAMHSA’s action affects 
about 6.5 million of the 40 million 
workplace drug tests done each year 
by U.S. employers. 

Some businesses have already 
adopted alternative testing, despite 
criticism by privacy advocates. 
But others have held back, partly 
awaiting government standards.

EL DORADO, ARK. | President Bush 
advocated sweeping changes 
Tuesday to a $1 billion federal 
program that provides training 
in vocations like car repair and 
health care, fast-growing fields that 
require workers to bring increasing 
sophistication into the workplace. 

Bush also called for creation of 
$5,000 grants for poor students who 


emphasize math and science in their 
studies. He would pay for the $100 
million annual program by impos- 
ing new restrictions on Pell Grants 
and by tapping private foundations. 

The president proposed requiring 
high- school seniors in every state 
to take national math and English 
tests that are mandated only for 
fourth- and eighth-graders today. 


“We’re creating new jobs,” Bush 
said. “The question is, are people 
going to be prepared to fill those 
jobs?” 

The proposals came as Democrat 
John Kerry focused on job-creation 
during a visit to Ohio. Kerry said 
1.84 million jobs have been lost since 
Bush took office, and he renewed his 
pledge to create 10 million jobs. The

WASHINGTONiA retired minister, a 
college student and a member of the 
military are among those involved in 
the American Civil Liberties Union’s 
challenge to the list of travelers that 
the government has barred from 
flying because they’re considered 
a threat. 

The ACLU filed a lawsuit in US. 
District Court in Seattle on Tuesday, 
claiming the government’s “no-fly 
list” violates airline passengers’ con- 
stitutional protection against unrea- 
sonable searches and seizures and 
their right to due process.

Study: Half of U.S. Adults 
Don’t Practice Safe Sex 


RESEARCH TRIANGLE PARK, N.C. I Most 
people believe they do what’s nec- 
essary to protect themselves, but 
nearly half don’t use protection 
when engaging in sex, according 
to a new study. 

“What surprised us and dis- 
tressed us is the fact that so many 
young adults believe that they are 
not at risk of a sexually transmitted 
disease and they don’t believe that 
their sexual partner is at risk,” said 
Dr. James Allen, president of the 
American Social Health Association 
and a former assistant US. surgeon 
general. “They don’t talk with their 
partner about whether they may or 
may not be at risk. So they’re sim- 


ply making assumptions.” 

The survey questioned 1,155 peo- 
ple between the ages of 18 and 35. 
The study has an error of margin 
of plus or minus 3 percent. 

About 84 percent believed they 
adequately protected themselves 
against sexually transmitted dis- 
eases. Nearly half — 47 percent — 
of the respondents never used pro- 
tection for vaginal sex. Eighty- two 
percent never used protection for 
oral sex and 64 percent never used 
protection for anal sex, according 
to the study. 

More than two-thirds — 68 per- 
cent — had little worry about con- 
tracting a STD. (AP) 


Frequent Sex 
Might Lower Risk 
Of Prostate Cancer 

CHICAGO I Contrary to some 
research, frequent sexual activity 
does not increase the risk of devel- 
oping prostate cancer and might 
even reduce the danger, a study of 
nearly 30,000 men found. 

The study, which appears in 
Wednesday’s Journal ofthe American 
Medical Association, involved 29,342 
health professionals ages 46 to 81 
who were asked about their ejacu- 
lations in their 20s, 40s and during 
the previous year, 1991. During about 
eight years of follow-up, 1,449 nien 
developed prostate cancer. 

On average, the men overall had 
four to seven ejaculations a month. 
No increased risk of prostate can- 
cer was seen in men who reported 
more frequent ejaculations, and 
there appeared to be a decreased 
risk in men with the highest report- 
ed levels. (AP)

A judge ordered President Alejandro 
Toledo to pay 5 percent of his sal- 
ary to support a teenager he has 
acknowledged is his daughter, the 
girl’s mother said Tuesday. Lucrecia 
Orozco filed a claim in a provincial 
court seeking 60 percent of Toledo’s 
$8,400 monthly salary, alleging he 
often failed to make child support 
payments on time. Orozco said 
Tuesday the 5 percent payment was 
too low and she would appeal, (ap) 

IRAN 

Iran Agrees to Disclose How 
It Acquired Nuke Materials 

Bending to pressure to come clean, 
Iran on Tuesday pledged to reveal all 
it knows on how it acquired highly 
enriched uranium and other com- 
ponents that could be used to make 
nuclear arms. The offer is part of 
Iran’s “road map” committing it 
to meeting deadlines on disclos- 
ing information demanded by the 
U.N.’s International Atomic Energy 
Agency. IAEA chief Mohamed 
ElBaradei said Iran would also 
deliver a complete dossier on its 
present and future nuclear activi- 
ties by the end of April, (ap) 


U.S. Troops Push Deep Irite Fallujah 



Forces target city 
where 4 Americans 
were slain, mutilated 

FALLUJAH, IRAQ I In a narrow alley. 
Marines pinned down by a hail of 
guerrilla fire sent up red smoke 
in a cry for help. Tanks pounded 
shell after shell into houses, while 
troops on the city’s edge crawled 
forward on their bellies, firing on 
insurgents. 

U.S. forces faced a tough urban 
battle Tuesday in their drive to pac- 
ify one of Iraq’s most dangerous cit- 
ies. Block by block, they fought their 
way into Fallujah, where guerrillas 
killed four U.S. civilians and a mob 
mutilated their bodies last week. 

During the day, U.S. forces made 
their deepest incursion since the 
siege of the city began Monday. 
Troops in Humvees and on foot 
pushed into central neighborhoods, 
trading fire with gunmen before 
pulling back from the furthest 
points before dark, witnesses said. 

After nightfall, troops held a 
swath of several blocks in one cor- 
ner of the city of 200,000, Marine 
Maj. Briandon McGolwan said. 

McGolwan said U.S. troops 
had captured 14 insurgents since 


Monday. Asked how long it would 
take to seize the whole city, he 
replied: “As long as it takes.” 

During the battle, U.S. forces 
called out a weapon rarely used 
against the guerrillas: the AC -130 
gunship, which lays down a barrage 
of heavy machine gun fire. 

Tuesday evening, U.S. planes fir- 


ing rockets destroyed four houses in 
two neighborhoods, witnesses said. 
The strike killed 26 Iraqis, including 
women and children, said Rafie al- 
Issawi, a doctor at Fallujah General 
Hospital. The deaths brought the 
total number of Iraqi dead on 
Tuesday to 34, according to the 
hospital’s count, (ap) 


SHIITES ENGAGE ALLIES 

British troops killed 15 Iraqis 
in clashes in the mostly Shiite cit- 
ies of Basra and Amarah over the 
last 48 hours, officials said. 

One Ukrainian soldier was 
killed and five wounded Tuesday 
when their patrol was attacked in 
the Shiite city of Kut. 

Italian troops clashed with 
Shiite militiamen in Nasiriyah, 
killing 15 Iraqis, an official said.

China Uses Heavy Hand 
In Hong Kong’s Affairs 


Lithuanian Leader 
Ousted in Wake of 
Corruption Probe 

VILNIUS, LITHUANIA I Lawmakers 
ousted Lithuania’s scandal-rid- 
den president Tuesday for abuse 
of office, ending the Baltic state’s 
worst political crisis since gaining 
independence from Moscow. 

Parliament passed all three 
accusations against President 
Rolandas Paksas: that he illegally 
arranged citizenship for one of his 
chief financial backers, business- 
man Yuri Borisov; that he divulged 
state secrets; and that he used his 
office for financial gain. 

The accusations stemmed from 
Borisov’s $400,000 contribution to 
Paksas’s campaign last year. Paksas 
then helped Borisov get Lithuanian 
citizenship, since revoked. 

The charge of divulging state 
secrets was tied to Paksas’s appar-

ent warning to Borisov that he was 
being watched by security agents.

Paulauskas is now acting pres- 
ident. New elections will be held

Ruling says territory 
must get Beijing’s OK 
before ehanging laws 

HONG KONG I China dampened Hong 
Kong’s hopes for full democracy 
Tuesday, saying the territory must 
get Beijing’s permission before try- 
ing to change the way it selects its 
leader and lawmakers. 

The Chinese government’s 
National People’s Congress issued 
the ruling in an interpretation of 
the Basic Law, Hong Kong’s mini- 
constitution. The Basic Law holds 
out full democracy as a goal in Hong 
Kong but sets no timetable. 

“A locality has no fixed power,” 
said Qiao Xiaoyang, deputy secre- 
tary-general of the NPC’s Standing 


Committee. “All powers of the local- 
ity derive from the authorization of 
the central authorities.” 

After 150 years as a British ter- 
ritory, Hong Kong was returned to 
China in 1997 with guarantees of 
considerable autonomy for 50 years 
under an arrangement called “one 
country, two systems.” 

Pro - democracy figures charged 
that Hong Kong’s guaranteed auton- 
omy had been shredded by the 
mainland’s rubber-stamp law- 
makers, who met in secrecy. 

Hong Kong officials acknowl- 
edged the public wants reforms and 
pledged to explore possibilities that 
would meet Beijing’s approval. But 
critics were doubtful and predict- 
ed Hong Kong might be headed for 
more political turbulence, (ap)

Remains 

Va. House committee 
tables 2 tax plans and 
kills another proposal 

RICHMOND, VA. I Presented with three 
options for raising taxes and narrow- 
ing a lingering budget impasse with 
the Senate, the House’s tax-writing 
Finance Committee tabled two of 
the measures and killed another 
outright Tuesday. 

The move bewildered Democratic 
and Republican delegates who 
returned to the Capitol for the first 
time in a week believing the full 
House would be allowed to vote on 
a modest tax increase. The decision 
left the long-stalemated budget talks 
in limbo. 

“I thought we were going to 
report something out,” Finance 
Committee Chairman Harry J. 
Parrish said. One of the tabled 
bills was a measure he sponsored 
that would have generated about $1 
billion in additional revenue. 

The bill — now dormant but able 
to be revived at anytime — features 
a modest sales tax increase as part 
of a two-year, $972 million revenue 
package.

TEST DRIVE I BMW’s numerologists 
named its new GT coupe and con- 
vertible 645Ci, but 90210 would 
have sufficed, for if ever there 
were a car aimed at Beverly Hills’ 
sunshine-loving, pink-in-the-pate 
pashas, this is it. 

Beautiful, fast, gorged on tech- 
nology, mostly savant with a dash 
of idiot thrown in, the BMW 645Ci 
convertible is an objective correla- 
tive for Hollywood itself, a splendid 
bit of sun-drenched solipsism. 


In terms of sheer technological 
tonnage, the Bimmer — obsessively 
equipped with several pages worth 
of features and conveniences (adap- 
tive headlights and taillights?) — 
outpoints its rivals handily. 


This is a serious car, and that 
intensity is conveyed in the car’s 
face. The headlamp assemblies,

The association, known as 
SEMA, represents 5,300 aftermar- 
ket companies, about a quarter of 
which are clustered in car- crazed 
Southern California. 

The Fast ‘n’ Furious crowd has 


created a hot new segment for 
aftermarket specialists for prod- 
ucts ranging from custom seat 
covers to nitrous oxide injection 
systems designed to dramatical- 
ly boost the horsepower of small 
car engines. 


The popularity of SUVs rein- 
vigorated the custom wheel mar- 
ket because the big vehicles can 
accept larger — and more pricey 
— wheels than other vehicles. 

“The SUV customizing craze has 
been fueled by the vehicles’ popular- 
ity with athletes, movie stars and 
the hip-hop crowd and their drive to 
be different,” said Steve Kelley, vice 
president of sales and marketing at 
American Racing Equipment Inc. 
in Rancho Dominguez, Calif.

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Death Becomes Him 


A Japanese actor 
makes a living out 
of dying on camera 

NICHES I Seize Fukumoto has died 
20,000 agonizing deaths. He’s been 
gored by samurai and gunned down 
by gangsters. His bloodied body 
has slammed into trees, tumbled 
down stairs and crashed through 
sliding paper-and-wood doors. 

As Japan’s top “kirareyaku,” 
which translates into “sliced-up 
actor,” Fukumoto dies for a living. 
When Japanese directors need some- 
body to kill, he’s the man they call. 

“My job is to make the good guy 
shine,” Fukumoto said in an inter- 
view. “The more spectacular my on- 
screen death, the better he looks.” 

Though he’s highly respected 
by his fellow actors, and widely 
acknowledged by his peers as the 
best in the business, Fukumoto is 
virtually unknown to the public. At 
61, he has no agent or publicist, and 
his bit parts in films frequently fail 
to even make the credits.

Still, Fukumoto is all over the 
screen — literally, at times. 

For decades, the Japanese movie 
industry has been dominated by two 
genres: samurai period pieces and 
gangster movies. Both have lots of 
violence, bloody fights and high- 
profile killing, and that kept actors 
in Fukumoto’s line of work busy. 

But with film studios and TV 
networks opting increasingly 
for low-budget, modern dramas 
over feudal and gangster scripts, 
Fukumoto has found himself the 
practitioner of, well, a dying art. 

“There are only a few other full- 
time actors like me left at Toei stu- 
dios. When I joined, there were hun- 
dreds,” he said. 

Fukumoto got started when he 
was still a teenager. At 15, he left 
his rural home for a job in Kyoto at 
his uncle’s rice shop, which he later 
quit when another relative found 
him a job as an extra at Toei, one 
of Japan’s largest studios. 

Eventually, he became a regular 
in dozens of samurai films and TV 
shows, playing villains because his 
high cheekbones, arched eyebrows 
and heavy eye shadow made him 
appear sinister. 

In one movie after another, he 
met his maker. 


Fukumoto reckons he’s been killed 
more than 20,000 times — fans say 
it’s at least twice that — in thousands 
of TV appearances and nearly 100 
movies over his 45 -year career. 
But he can’t say for sure. Scripts 
often crammed in several killing 
scenes, which meant Fukumoto 
would die as one character and 
reappear later as another to get 
slain again. 

After being scouted by a casting 
director, he appeared last year in 
the big-budget Hollywood movie 
“The Last Samurai” as the Silent 
Samurai, a taciturn warrior who 
shadows the former American Civil 
War captain, Nathan Algren, played 
by Tom Cruise. 

Toward the end of the film, he 
sacrifices his own life to protect 
Algren — by throwing himself in 
front of a bullet. 

Although he’s rarely been seri- 
ously hurt, Fukumoto admits his 
rough-and-tumble profession has 
taken its toll. 

“There have been times recent- 
ly when I’ve fainted during a fight 
scene,” said Fukumoto, who for- 
mally retired from Toei last year. 
“But I plan to keep working as 
long as directors keep casting me.”

Billy Bob Thornton 
dons Davy Crockett’s 
legend in The Alamo’ 

PLAYING HISTORY I Billy Bob 
Thornton will never forget the 
Alamo. 

The actor was hoping to visit the 
historic site here a couple of days 
before the premiere of his new film, 
“The Alamo,” when he was mobbed 
by fans. 

“I just wanted to show my girl- 
friend the shrine, because she’d 
never been there. So we walked over 
and all of a sudden we were sur- 
rounded by people pointing and say- 
ing, ‘Hey, it’s Davy Crockett,”’ said 
Thornton, who portrays Crockett 
in the movie. 

It seems that the challenges of 
celebrity haven’t changed much in 
168 years. In his day, Davy Crockett 
supposedly wrestled an alligator and 
could whip his weight in wildcats. 

In an early scene in the film, 
Crockett shows up at a Washington 
performance of a play based on his 
life and tips his hat to the onstage 
performer playing him. He later 
dons a coonskin cap when he’s 
trying to use the “Davy Crockett” 


image to his advantage. 

Crockett was a successful poli- 
tician who traveled to Texas in the 
1830s to explore the new frontier 
in hopes of seeking higher political 
office. He ended up serving along- 
side Jim Bowie (Jason Patric) and 
William Travis (Patrick Wilson) 
with a small regiment of Texans 
and Tejanos (Mexican-born Texans) 
who wanted to break from Mexico 


and form a republic. 

They wound up in March of 1836 
at the Alamo, a small fort in what 
is today San Antonio. They fought 
— and lost to — the bigger and bet- 
ter equipped Mexican army in one 
of the most momentous battles in 
American history. Their defeat was 
later avenged and “Remember the 
Alamo!” became a rallying cry. 

Thornton said he identified with 


Crockett. “He was just a guy who 
liked people and was a storyteller 
and sort of a friendly guy,” said the 
48 -year-old actor. “But at the same 
time, he had this sort of crazy edge 
to him. He perpetuated his own 
legend. And I guess that — I don’t 
know if I’ve perpetuated mine so 
much, but people have done that for 
me — in that sense, I relate.” angela

Blondie in Need of a Touchup 


MUSIC I Good news first: Deborah 
Harry, the peroxided lead singer 
of Blondie, has lost little with the 
years with “The Curse of Blondie” 
(Sanctuary). It’s fun listening to her 
drift between a sexy, throaty growl 
and little-girl innocence.

Deborah Voigt was 
very publicly fired, 
and she’s doing fine 

BOUNCING BACK I Even for world- 
famous soprano Deborah Voigt, 
this is a big week. 

Voigt makes her Carnegie Hall 
recital debut Wednesday night, one 
day after her first solo recording, 
“Obsessions,” is released by EMI. 
Her acclaimed debut in Wagner’s 
“Tristan und Isolde,” recorded last 
spring in Vienna, is to be issued 
by Deutsche Grammophon next 
month in Europe and in June in 
the United States. 

That’s why she has mixed feel- 
ings about being dropped from 
Richard Strauss’s “Ariadne auf 
Naxos,” her signature role, by 
London’s Royal Opera because 
the company wanted a singer 
who would “look right” in a black 
evening dress for its contemporary 
production. 


“The timing of this couldn’t 
be much better, quite frankly,” 
Voigt said. “I’ve sort of been ask- 
ing myself, would you have admit- 
ted this or brought attention to it 
had you realized that you would 
become international news? And 
I’m not really sure what the answer 
to that is yet.” 

Voigt is used to being judged 
by a scale — for musical notes, 
not weight. Covent Garden’s deci- 
sion, which Voigt called “hurtful,” 
became an international music 
scandal last month, pushing the 
often- overlooked world of opera 
into public consciousness. 

She thinks she knows why her 
problem struck a chord, so to speak, 
with so many. 

“It’s something that everyone 
can relate to.” Voigt said. “I hate 
to break it to everyone, but most 
of the world doesn’t look like the 
woman they’ve now engaged to sing 
Ariadne. Most of the women look 
closer to me.”

In the music world, where 
many singers fight weight prob- 
lems, it was astounding that Covent 
Garden would give up Voigt in favor 
of the relatively unknown Anne 
Schwanewilms. 

Tenor Luciano Pavarotti, known 
for his big voice, big smile and big 
girth, was outraged. 

“Although directors must have 
the freedom of allowing their vision 
of an opera to be realized ... we 
must also realize that we are first 
and foremost singers,” Pavarotti 
said. “Voigt sings beautifully and 
is a great artist.” 

The 43 -year- old Voigt, who 
was born in Wheeling, 111., and 
now lives in Vero Beach, Fla., has 
battled a weight problem for much 
of her life. 

“It’s late-night eating, it’s room 
service, it’s all of that,” she said. 

“But, then again, I look at my 
life and I think, if this is your great- 
est burden to bear thus far, you’re 
doing pretty well.” ronald blum (ap)
